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WHETHER THE government's decision 
to allow 4-day working instead of 
three is a realisation that they 
had made an “overkill” or is pure 
ly an election manoeuvre remains 
to be seen. But economic facts 
certainly indicate that a contin- 
uation of three-day working would 
have the opposite effect than was 
the government's intention. Name- 
ly, inflation will increase bec-— 
ause with the declining reserves 
o: energy less goods would be 
produced but the proportion of 
wages earned, and other payments, 
would be higher. There would 
still be too much money chasing 
too few goods. That situation 
can only mean higher prices and 
ensuing inflation. 


Such a situation can hardly 
suit industry. The whole stand 
is a political one. However it 
seems likely that if things do 
seem to be getting out of hand 
some reason to make the miners a 
"special case" will be found. 


It is to this end that the TUC 
has done its damndest to accommo- 
date the government. The unions' 
decisions not to use any "special 
case" of the miners for their own 
claims goes just as far as pos- 
sible without actually saying they 
accept Phase Three. In fact this 
is what has happened, for unions 
have rushed in to sign up agree- 
ments in line with Phase Three. 
These include building workers' 
unions with the local authorities

WITH A BRILLIANT deception and 
organization, squatters took over 
Centre Point, Charing Cross Road, 
London on Friday night, vacating 
(as promised) on Sunday afternoon. 
The occupying force was seventy 
people and among the organizers 
were Ron Bailey aad Jim Radford, 
whom we are glad to see off the 
straight and narrow if only for a 
short while. 


Ugly scenes occurred at the 
vacating of the building when a 
considerable crowd, some chanting 
"Stay In", attempted to re-occupy 
the building. According to the 
Sun's photographs (Jan 21) a moto- 
rist (who seems merely to have 
obeyed the squatters’ injunction 
to hoot if they were supporters) 
was set upon by the police who 
must have been considerably put

out by the occupation, escpecially 
since Mr. Harry Hyams, the owner, 
had told the police to hold back. 

Redder still must have been the 
faces of Burns International Secu- 
rity Services (UK) who were sup- 
posed to be guarding the building 
and opened the door to two men in 
Burns' "uniform" (one a former 
employee) and sixty or so squat- 
ters who followed them. This is 
not the first time that the secu- 
rity of a security firm has been 
questioned. 


There will be (and have been) 
those who will question the wisdom 
of a mere 'token' squat. There 
were chants of ‘week-end revolu- 
tionaries' but who, of the people 
outside, took the initiative to 
organize such a super-squat? 


From bitter experience it would

ation always on the defensive and 
it is pleasant to tease it and to 
hope that from the wordy confron- 
tation of Solzhenitsyn and the 
Russian government some small re- 
lief or some slight easement may 
be shown to the creative artists 
within the Soviet Union. It is 
claimed, and rightly so, that the 
novel as an art form is dead for 
in two hundred years it has ex- 
hausted its potentia’ities and it 
is the passionate reporting of 
the immediate in relation to the 
human situation that has taken 
its place. Alexander Solzhenit- 
syn's book The Gulag Archipelago 
fails on many levels, in that 
its prose style echoes the high- 
minded moralising of the lesser 
Victorian writers in their unfor- 
tunate literary habit of slipping 
a metaphysical arm around the em- 
barrassed reader's shoulder and 
the emotional gossip that Solz- 
henitsyn offers as proven docu- 
mented fact. One accepts that 
within the Soviet Union there ex- 
ist vast labour camps given over 
to slave labour and that the 
slaughtered innocence of the last 
half century can probably be mea- 
sured by the millions yet I doubt 
if in our lifetime the true and 
uncontested figures, places or 
nanes will be revealed. At the 
time of the Stalin trials we, and 
I use the we in the imperial 
sense, raised sur voices long and 
loudly not only to condemn the 
trials but to declare that all 
the evidence and all the Stalin- 
ist charges were false, and now 
with hindsight as our guide we 
must ask that if the claim that 
Stalin's revolutionary opponents 
did not plan individially and 
collectively to overthrow Stalin's 
dictatorship by force then why 
not? -~for they were militant 
revolutionaries and if they did

not continue the struggle against 
a government, even though they 
were part of that government, 
that they held to be betraying 
the revolution, then all the 
sacrifices of their own dead 
would have been for nought. 


Solzhenitsyn has had a good 
press and were it not for the 
ranks of human misery and cour- 
age on whose behalf Solzhenitsyn 
speaks the whole thing would read 
like Anthony Trollope's novel 
The Ward2n. 


In 1905 Lenin in his artizle 
on "Party organisation and party 
literature" asked: "Your talk 
about absolute liberty, indivi- 
dualist gentlement of the bourge- 
Oisie, is nothing but hypocrisy. 
Are you free of your bourgeois 
editor, Mr. Writer? Are you free 
of your bourgeois public?" And 
as always Lenin was right for if 
you join the rat race you cannot 
complain of the company. Solzhen- 
itsyn the writer is and has been 
used as a propaganda weapon by 
the mouthy warriors on both sides 
of the Iron Curtain and it is 
well to bear in mind the matter 
of Solzhenitsyn's valid novel, 
One Day in the Life of Ivan 
Denisovich, for this work was 
first serialised in the 1962 Nov- 
ember issue of Novy Mir on, it is 
claimed, the direct instructions 
of Khrushchev, for when Tvardov- 
sky the editor of Novy Mir read 
Solzhenitsyn's manuscript he knew 
that he had an important statement 
of principle cast as fiction and 
that the climate of the hour was 
right for its publication, and 
Tvardovsky wasted no time on com: 
mittees and sent the novel and 
his plea for publication straight 
to Khrushchev. Khruschchev was 
eager and willing to force throuz: 
the novel's publication to help 
in his stand at the Twenty-Seconda 
Congress and for a brief while 
freedon breathed within the Sov- 
iet Union. For many it was a 
very brief moment of public glory 
but then the doors slammed again 
with Khrushchev kicked out of of- 
fice, Solzhenitsyn dourly await- 
ing some form of State trial or 
persecution and Tvardovsky broken 
and now dead. 





And now Solzhenitsyn's Gulag 
Archipelago offers the committed 
intelligentsia of the East and 
the West a new weapon on which to 
bone their foreheads.

As the meek and the many live 
off the droppings off the tables 
of the rich so the limits of our 
freedoms are too often the result 
of the stand made by those who 
form part of the international 
trade union of the higher intel- 
lect. It was Isaak B bel who at 
the 1934 Writers' Congress coined 
the phrase of the ‘heroism of 
silence’ and this was a phrase 
that was rightly condemned at the 
time for one must never elect to 
be silent, for denied the press 
then the duplicated leaflet, de- 
nied that, then the personal night 
time writing on the public walls, 
but always the fight to be heard. 


Isaak Babel is known to us as 
the faceless author of Red 
Cavalry and he is one of those 
haunting figures who drift through 
the fact, the legend and the myths 
of contemporary literature, the 
Jew who rode with the Red Cavalry. 
In 1939 he vanished into Russia's 
prisons and his name and reputa- 
tion was wiped off the State's 
vast slate until in 1957 Ilya 
Ehrenburg edited Babel's official 
‘rehabilitation’ edition of his 
works but even that was not re- 
printed for almost ten years. 

You Must Know Everything is a col- 
lection of short stories by Babel 
edited by his daughter Nathalie 
and translated from the Russian 
by Max Hayward. 


Like Solzhenitsyn, Batel will be 
remembered and accepted as a re- 
porter on his age despite Phelps' 
attempting to place Babel next in 
line to Shakespear. Babel is a 
writer of gentle prose given to 
lines ending in dying falls of em- 
otion, adding as almost an after- 
thought a few ending lines of 
horror. In the cinema the camera 
would be used to pan across a 
vista of beantiful flowers only 
to halt upon the face of a dead 
man as Finish flows up and onto 
the screen, so too with the writ- 
ings of Babel. We have the stor- 
ies and the reportage yet we know 
so little about the man, and we 
can be grateful to the publishers

Adoption 1974 - Style 


HUMAN BEINGS have a number of 
basic needs — sometimes called 


drives — and if these are not met 


we say in today's language that 
they are ‘deprived'. 
are usuelly described as physi- 
cal, emotional, intellectual and 
social. These needs can be met 


e#ther throvgh group co-operation, 
suc- 


or through competition, i.e. 
ceeding at the expense of some- 
body else's failure. In this 
last situation there are alweys 
'deprived' people. When social 
workers refer to deprived child- 


ren, they do not say who is doing 


the depriving although they will 
often blame the parents. 
never reccgnised is that parents 
are people, with needs, and if 
these are not met they carnot 
meet their children's basic 
needs. The whole family struct- 
ure fenalises children for their 
perents' failure. The State, in 
going through a series of hollow 
gestures to help children in 


need, frequently subjects parents 


to punishment for having failed, 
by humiliating them or invoking 
the law to take their children 
away and incarcerate them in in- 
stitutions. This is all done in 
the guise of "child protection" 
but is in fact used as an example 
to others who expect too much 
from the State. It is a heavily 
disguised form of repression 
used on the working class or ~ 
those considered to be deviants. 
Those who kave become successful 
applaud this treatment; it keeps 
dissidents quiet. It brands then 
as neuratics, inadequate. It pro- 
vides a convenient excuse for not 
making the rescurces of the com- 
munity available equelly, tc all. 


This is clear in the field cf 
adoptior; when single wemen re- 
sisted giving up their children 
fer adoption in tke late 1960s, 
the media descrited this as a 
"baby famine’. The establish- 
ment has beer plarning ways of 
remedying this situetior ever 
since. It is not ccincidence, 
therefore, that at a time wken 
the report of the governmental 
enquiry into the circumstances 
of one~parent families is about 
to be published, a posse headed 
by Mia Kelmer Pringle, Director 
of the National Children's Bu- 
reau, ard Jane Rowe, Director of 
the National Association of Bri- 
tish Adoption Agencies, is rid- 
ing into Parliamert calling for 
blood, in the shape of ar Adop- 
tion Bill, which the Governmert, 
is reluctent to intrcduce, but 
which is to be introduced by 
private Members, now with the 
blessing cf the Government. 

Over the centuries, over the 
yeers, ccuntless excuses have

been offered for the punishment, 
the huniliatior given to single 
women who tried to bring up their 
chilcren without the dovble bur- 
iliatior of marriage. Tre Church 
and the State heve colluded in 
this. The latest excuse is 
‘children's rights’. There is 
however, no ccnnection between 
the ccncept of the child's right 
tc tke freed frem the tyranny of 
the family, and the right of the 
adcpted child to ea family where 
he is ‘wanted end cared for'. 
The simple fact must not be for- 
gotten - adcptior is cheaper, 
that is why it has always beer 
preferred. It also ensures 

that children are only brought up 
in 'respectable' families. 


Meanwhile, Devid Owen, M,P, as- 
sisted by a group of MPs who all 
heve a vested interest in the 
outccme, i.e, they either were 
adopted or they have adopted 
children, has commissioned the 
services of a number cf lawyers 
to draft a 52-clause Adoption 
Bill, in which the ‘long term in- 
terest of the child' will be the 
peramount consideration, ard 
which calls for an extensior of 
legal powers to remove children 
from their parerts and make dec-— 
isiors about their future. 


Which parents ard children are 
at risk? There is a large ard 
growing volume of parents whose 
circunstances place them in a 
situation where a social worker 
or other authorised person, can 
remove their children first to 4 
place of safety, then to a State 
children's heme, first temporar- 
ily and then permenently with 
the help of the Courts. Many pa- 
rerts do not realise how diffi- 
cult it will be to reclaim child- 
ren, and unwittingly fall into a 
trap by asking local authorities 
to look after their children du- 
ring 6 particularly difficult 
period, e.g. homelessness, loss 
of a parent, sickness of parert, 
etc. Tony Calaman of Protection 
Prevention who gets children out 
of care, calls this 'Social Wor- 
ker brutality'. 


The middle-class reactionaries 
are pulling out all their ammu- 
nition in a desperate attempt: to 
ensure that the solutior to der- 
rivation is not the allocation 
of resources to the deprived.

ONE WAY THE Spanish fascist re- 
gime covers up the political na- 
ture of bank attacks, bombings 
and other struggles in Spain is 
by officially "informing" the 
Spanish people through "press 
communiques" that these incidents 
are the result of gangsterism. 

Of course these "cCommuniques" are 
generously reproduced by the big 
dailies and weeklies ( A BC, La 
Vanguardia Espanola, YA, etc.) a 
and other provincial fascist pa- 
pers. The Spanish regime also 
takes care not to differentiate 
in their fascist propaganda be- 
tween anarchists, communists, 
socialists or Maoists; those who 
oppose the regime are commonly 
branded as Rojos (Reds), making 
it impossible to determine who is 
in the underground struggle. 


In the case of the militants of 
M.I.L. (Movimiento Iberico de 
Liberacion) who have just been 
sentenced by T.0.P (Tribunal del 
Orden Publico) the Spanish State 
was forced, due to the serious-— 
ness of the charge, to recognise 
in the wording of the indictment

Altogether 
Now 


ON JANUARY 15th, 1974 history was 
made. For the first time in most 
people's living memory the trade 
unions, or at least some of them 
who represent London Transport 
Executive Railwaymen, organized a 
joint meeting of members to dec- 
ide what action is necessary to 
achieve a decent living wage. The 
sobriety of the attitude of the 
workers present seemed to hail a 
new understanding on the matter 
of co-operation between union mem- 
bers on the shop floor. The 
unionsinvolved in this exercise 
ar Associated Society of Locomo- 
tive Engineers and Firemen (A.S.L. 
E.F.), Amalgamated Union of Engi- 
neering ‘Workers (A.U.E.W.), The 
Unity Committee of Craft Unions 
Acton Works, and tHe National 
Union of Railwaymen (N.U.R.). 


None of the workers present dis- 
agreed with the principle of the 
motion; however, there was the 
usual number of 'buts' --the time 
is not right or it is the wrong 
action. The motion, which was 
carried at the morning meeting, 
called for strike action ‘on and 
from the Tuesday 5th February' if 
the Pay Board has failed to give 
a satisfactory reply to the L.T.E. 
and the Trade Unions. The pro- 
posed agreement contains wage in- 
creases of up to 22.5 %, which is 
way above the Government's 'norm' 
of 11% under Phase Three of the 
Incomes Policy. 


To complicate matters, the 
Transport Salaried Staffs Asso- 
ciation (T.S.S.A.) have decided 
to opt out of negotiations on the 
issue of Supervisor differentials. 
So the anomolous situation of the 
proposed agreement not being 
signed by the parties, let alone 
in front of the Pay Board, by the 
strike call deadline. 


The strike, it would appear, 
will be strongest amongst: train 
crews, signalmen, shopmen and 
maintenance engineers. However, 
the belief in a 100% support for 
this action looks a doubtful pro- 
position. In summing up, the 
mover of the motion said that if 
carried a two-prong attack must 
be launched, the first upon fel- 
low workers to join in and the 
second upon the National Execu- 
tive Committees of the unions to 
declare the action official. With 
one of the trade unions, A.SL.E.F, 
already involved in an official 
dispute elsewhere the pressure 
will probably be the most applied. 
Their British Rail members on the 
Southern Region may also show some 
interest in this decision to strike. 


Another of the arguments to re- 
cur was that there may be a gene- 
ral election, but I was surprised 
to hear someone else say that ‘the 
result of the election along with 
the election is irrelevant. Re-

Convivial 
society 


EVENTS AND FACTS level ideologies 
and should provide a challenge to 
alj, but the most obtuse dogmatists. 
It should put an end to the inhi- 
biting influence of marxism on 
anarchist thought and teaching. 
The island concept of individual 
anarchism will also require re- 
thinking in our shrinking world 
of interdependent human beings. 
Injustice becomes a threat to 
those who "have" as well as those 
who "have not". 


Reviewing the columns of FREE- 
DOM over the years one recalls 
the arguments of those who be- 
lived in advancing material pro- 
gress and those who believed in @ 
different, qualitative, progress. 
The great myth of economic growth 
has been exploded, based as it 
was on finite resources and a 
delicate ecological structure 
that is threatened by wasteful 
consumption. The galloping con- 
sumption has been brought to a 
sharp and salutary halt. 


An obituary ought to be written 
to the industrial age before it 
writes our obituary. In fact 
most of the institutions of mod-= 
ern society have become a des- 
tructive force and ceased to be 
of any great service to man. 


One of the few thinkers that is 
challenging the whole structure 
of modern society is Ivan Illich. 
In Deschocling Society he chall- 
enges bourgeois liberal and middle 
class assumptions. The training 
of many highly educated people 
for non-jobs and the growth of a 
menagerial society that has cree- 
ted a society of consumers of ir- 
relevant rubbish whether it flic- 
kers on the square box or cores 
over the counter of a supermarket. 


It is to be hoped that the ill- 
usions will give way to some real- 
ity in the face of events. Indus- 
trial technology is not only con- 
suming resources, polluting the 
environment; it uses people in a 
new type of treadmill. It is per- 
haps fortunate that the inevitable 
has been hastened by political 
events to be a warning that the 
unabated consumption of resources 
can only have dangercus and per- 
haps lethal constquences. 


The application of such techno- 
logy to agriculture is now becon- 
ing more apparent in the shape of 
dearer and scarce food. 


The reversal of the process of 
enlarging units of management in 
all fields of humar activity is 
absolutely essential if an insti- 
tuion is to become a tool for the 
development of a just and sane 
seciety. ip es
